With the eloquence of sincerity. Dr. 
Amelia Yoyuiaus (whose skill la gen- 
erously exerted for the benefit of our 
Kescue Home whetierer It Is required) 
grncefully tendered the wishes and 
IiruyerH of the Ctirlatlnii Aesoclntlona 
of the city, from the W. C. T. r. 
down to the Bmaltost hand of wo- 
men who, Dorcns-llke, met to do sew- 
ing for the poor nnd needy. With one 
accord, they all said to General 
Booth, "Thank you a thousand 
timed," and added the Doctor, "Thank 
God tor the gift of General Booth, 
who has given rich gifts to the 
world by tils lips and by hia pen. We 
have all felt the Quickening Spirit 
through his mliilstrntlonH to man- 
kind." (Applause and aroens.) 

Another chnrncterlstlc welcome 
came through the medium of one of 
the most popular In Winnipeg — the 
people's orator (C. P. R. conductor, 
Joseph Fnhcy.) It is difficult to give 
any idea of the force and readiness 
of this born speaker. 

"On behalf of organized railway la- 
bor," lie said "I welcome you. Gen- 
eral Booth, to our midst t (Storm of 
applauee.) Christendom has no par- 
allel to the Salvation Army as a chan- 
nel of phllnntlirophy.

Mr. W. Small, Trade and Labor Coun- 
cil ; Mr. T. H. Aahdown, Board of 
Trade ; Mr. R. T. KUey, Business Men 
of Winnipeg ; who declared, "People 
are taught In the Army to pay their 
debts, as well as to shout 'Hallelujahr 
Principal McDIariold (Deaf and Dumb 
Institute, vice-president of St. An- 
drew's Society) and last, but highly 
appreciated by the General, n mes- 
Kuge from the Icelanders, read by Afr. 
BJornson, cordially thanking him for 
the deep Interest he bail taken In 
the BplrltnnI welfare of their coun- 
try, and Inr appointing an officer out 
of Wlrmlpeg tor the work. 

A second ovation marked the Gen- 
eral's step to the front, and Jils first 
words showed liow much his heart 
lind lieofl toiielied by the avalanche 
of good-will wlilch had to-nlfflit over- 
tnlccn him. Anyway, he finished his 
return hy saying, "I am at tlie ser- 
vice of liiimnnlty, and I live tor the 
glory of iny Lord I" (Volleys.)

"Crank I may be," lie exclaimed 
further on, "and crank I have no 
doubt I am— In the estimation of the 
devil 1" A few alily people, also, who 
thought they were going to lounge 
In and disturb the meeting when It 
waa half way through, took aides 
with the devil on this matter, but 
the eager lletenera Inside bad nothing 
but commendation and agreement for

I have visited most 
of these corps, and find the officers 
and soldiers stirred with the mine 
fiery zeal and earnest enthusiasm 
tiint enabled Peter, filled with the 
Holy Ghost, to win three thousand 
souls at one open air meeting, nnd 
that has enabled our dear Canadian 
soldiers to gain victories, win soale, 
overcome obstacles, break down op- 
position, remove prejudice, not only 
of Christians, but ot skeptics and sin- 
ners of all kinds. 

I find It the same here. Quite a 
number ot Infidels with whom I have 
conversed, tell me they believe In the 
Army, hut do not believe In Christian- 
ity.
